•pause in his remarks on account of 
the applause that greeted his telling 
.arguments. 


The prosecutor's speech was largely 


•statistical, and his facts and figures 
•were 
incontrovertible. He 
paid 
a 


•glowing tribute to F. M. Swartz and 
"his work as a member of the board 01 
ttax appraisers. 
His 
statistics 
were 


•gotten from the county auditor's of- 
ffice and showed an increased valua- 
tion, but lower taxes to be paid by the 
property owners. Under the old valu- 
ation, the tax rate was 3.6 percent, 
while it will only be 1.2 percent upon 
the valuation, as 
returned 
by the 


board of which F. M. Swartz was a 
member. 


"This board, largely 
through the 


efforts of Mr. Swartz, increased 
the 


valuation, but did not raise the taxes, 
in fact lowered them," said the prose- 
cutor. 


Mr. Smythe continued: 
"As an instance, let us take the 


Warden Hotel property, one of 
the 


many put upon a fair basis. Under 
the old valuation this property was 
listed at ?26,GGO. Under me new it is 
valued at $122,910, and upon this will 
taxes be paid. Mr. Swartz .believed 
that business property should bear its 
fair share of taxation, and not have 
he burden fall so heavily upon 
the 


home owner. His work as a member 
of this board should be 
one of 
his 


strongest assets in the campaign now 
closing, and I believe it will be. 


"Another element of Mr. 
Swartz's 


strength is his position o-i the sub- 
way proposition, which he favors un- 
equivocally. 


"We want the railroads; we want 


:liem to be prosperous, but 
we also 


want the railroads to quit killing our 
itizens. The railroads themselves will 


never build the subways. 


"We know where the Democratic 


candidate for mayor stands; we know 
where the Democratic candidates for 
council stand; but where do the Re- 
publican candidates stand on this pro- 
position? We want to see residences 
spring up in south 
Newark, 
rather 


than dead wagon runs." 


Coining to the natural gas question, 


Mr Smythe paid a glowing tribute to 
Roderic Jones, the candidate for city 
solicitor.

ALL CIVILIZED NATIONS 


Ara Demanding That Cowardly 


Massacres Cease or Armed 


Intervention May Result. 


London, lfng., Nov. 4—Italian cru- 


elties in Tfipoli and the wholesale 
massacre of, 
1 men, women and chil- 


dren now being engaged in by the 
Italian troops in Northern Africa, 
may lead very shortly ,to a concert- 
ed demand Tjy the powers that Italy 
observe the rules of civilized war- 
fare. 
Some of the European powers, 


it can be stated with definiteness 
have sent v notes to the various for- 
eign offices sounding the continen- 
tal governments upon their attitude 
in making a formal demand 
that 


these barbarities cease and then to 
force compliance with this demand 
with armed strength if necessary. 


The powers, which admit their ab- 


solute horror at the cowardly cruelty 
of the massacres 
by the Italians, 


point to the American 
war with 


Spain as ample precedent for armed 
demand that Italy at least observe 
the proprieties of decent "warfare. As 
one of the signatories to the Geneva 
treaty which insures non-combatants 
immunity from death and prisoners 
of war, freedom front torturev Italy 
has placed herself in a position of 
having violated every clause of the 
humane document. 
- PfgfiHfer "^QioliUi's denials of Ital- 
ian atrocities on the Tripoli field 
have utterly failed to eradicate the 
impression that no civilized power 
has' ever waged such terrible slaugh- 
ter under the guise of war 
English 


correspondents who have returned 
from Africa have set England aflame 
with their stories of slaughter and 
rapine of innocent and women. 
Par- 


liament has heard the matter dis- 
cussed 
when C. Leach, a member 


from Yorkshire, inquired of Foreign 
Secretary Sir Edward 
Gray if he- 


would not use his good offices "to 
prevent a repetition of the saturna- 
lia of slaughter. Gray deprecated the 
question as giving 
offense to a 


friendly power. But it is known that 
England, in common with Germany 
and Austiia is moving secretly to 
notify Italy that her conduct is in- 
tolerable to civilized nations. 


Germany always friendly to the 


Turks, is aroused to a fever pitch by 
the stories of brutality that leak out 
despite the rigid Italian censorship. 
The Kaiser's foreign office is said to 
have interested itself in an under- 
ground appeal to the other powers to 
force Italy lo cease her murders. 
Austria, Italy's hereditary foe; is 


said to bo on the point of threaten- 
ing armed intervention if the mur- 
ders are not stopped. 


The stories of Italy's assassina- 


tions in Tripoli are too terrible to

and children have been shot to death 
without even the semblance of a 
trial. 
The oasis outside Tripoli is

taken; no quarter is given despite the 
rule of war that such conduct is in- 
tolerable. War conespondents who 
have witnessed the greatest wars of 
modern times declare such scenes 
have never been duplicated.

CAUSED DEATH OF 


THE POLICEMAN 


Chicago, Nov. 4.—Convinced thai 
the body of Richard T. Smith will 
either confirm or disprove the police 
theory that Mrs. Louise Vermilya is 
a modern Borgia responsible ior the 
death of nearly a score of friends 
and relatives, Coroner Huffman and 
Dr. Leconte, an expert on post mor- 
tems, left here today for North Hen- 
derson, 111. to exhume Smith's body. 
Smith died at Mrs. Vormilya's homo 
on March 11 under circumstances 
very similar to those attending the 
last illness of Policeman Disconnette. 
A chemical analysis of the police- 
man's internal organs developed the 
fact tht he died ol arsenic poisoning. 
It was then that the police turned 
their attention to the remarkable 
number of dead intimately associated 
with Mrs. Vermilya in the past de- 
cade. 
No warrant hab been served 


upon the woman, who is sick with 
pneumonia, although one was sworn 
out by a brother of the dead police- 
man.

The Wets kept bands on the 
streets during ithe entire day and the 
enthusiasm was not allowed to ebb 
for a single instant. 


Rooms have been rented for sa- 


loons ifor some timie. Several

for saloon purposes. 
It is certain 
that an election under the Beal law 
will now be held in East Liverpool1, 
Wellsville and possibly East Bales- 
tine.

This was the 1'ast Beal law election 
held. 
A year after this local election,

the time the supply has to be kept 
up. 
There are mail bag hospitals, 


where tens of thousands of them go 
every week.

These crippled bags are in all sorts
